LISTING OF CLAIMS: 

Claim 1 (currently amended): A connector, comprising: 

an inner housing, which holds a plurality of electric wires , said inner housing including a 
first surface : 

an outer housin g including a second surface, whic hwherein said irmer housing is at least 
partially inserted into the outer housing acconunodat e s th e iim e r hou s ing along a first direction; 
a fixing member, which fixes the inner housing and the outer housing to each other; and 
a convex portion, which protrudes fi"om one of an out e r - the first surface of the irmer 
housing toward the second surface in the first direction and an irm e r the second surface of the 
outer housing in -toward the first surface in a direction opposed to the first direction, 

wherein when the fixing member fixes the inner housing and the outer housing to each 
other, the convex portion abuts against the other of the euter -first surface of the inner housing 
and the mner -second surface of the outer housing so that a repulsive force is generated between 
the irmer housing and the outer housing. 
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Claim 2 (original): The connector as set forth in claim 1, further comprising an engaging 
member which includes: 

an engaging projection, which protrudes from one of the inner housing and the outer 
housing in a direction intersecting with the first direction, and which extends along the first 
direction; and 

an engaging guide groove, which is provided in the other of the iimer housing and the 
outer housing, and which engages with and guides the engaging projection along the first 
direction. 

Claim 3 (original): The connector as set forth in claim 2, wherein the engaging member 
is a plurality of the engaging members; and 

wherein each of the engaging projections of the plurality of the engaging members 
protrudes in a direction intersecting with the first direction. 

Claim 4 (original): The coimector as set forth in claim 1, wherein the convex portion is a 
plurality of the convex portions; 

wherein each of the convex portions is disposed in a vicinity of the fixing member. 

Claim 5 (new): The cormector as set forth in claim 1, wherein the repulsive force 
between the inner housing and the outer housing is generated in the first direction. 
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Claim 6 (new): The connector as forth in claim 1, wherein the first surface is parallel to 
the second surface; and 

wherein both of the first surface and the second surface are perpendicular to the first 
direction. 
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
